was  in  an  advanced  state.  Trade  between  Rome  and  Sarmatia  made  its 
appearance  in  the  2nd  century  A.D.  and  continued  to  the  time  of  Con- 
stantine the  Great.  Evidence  of  this-  era  has  been  disclosed  by  the 
finding  of  large  amounts  of  denari  and  other  coins  as  recently  as  the 
19^0'  s in  various  parts  of  Poland'.  For  example,  one  of  the  Roman  coins 
was  a bronze  piece  marking  a victory  by  Roman  legions  over  Polish  and 
German  tribes  about  l80  A.D.  The  late  Joseph  Sawicki,  whose  collec- 
tion of  Polish  coins  was  regarded  by  many  numismatists  as  being  one  of 
the  finest  of  its  type  in  the  world,  had  early  pieces  called  "Tin  Ring" 
money  which  was  used  as  a medium  of  exchange  by  ancient  tribes  on 
Polish  soil  as  early  as  B.  C. 

From  about  600  A.D.  until  the  11th  century  considerable  trade  was 
carried  on  between  Sarmatia  and  the  Arabian,  Byzantine,  German  and 
Scandanavian  peoples.  Sarmatia  was  the  land  mass  lying  between  the 
Vistula  and  Volga  Rivers  with  Poznan  and  Gniezno  in  the  west  as  seats 
of  the  early  Polish  state.  Evidence  of  this  trade  has  been  found  in 
uncovered’ hoards  of  coins  identified  with  these  countries.  As  time 
went  on  the  trade  with  the  eastern  countries  became  less.  Obojski 
states  that  "research  in  the  last  decade  by  the  Warsaw  Academy  of 
Science  revealed  that  approxiamtely  98$  of  the  coins  circulating  in 
Polish  territories  before  970  A.D.  were  of  Arabian,  Persian  and  Byzan- 
tine origin,  while  the  period  970  to  1000  A.D.  showed  that  over  50$ 
of  the  uncovered  hoards  of  coins  were  of  western  European  origin. 

The  ancient  Poles  were  known  as  Polians  or  Polonie  (dwellers  in  the 
fields  or  plainsmen)  who  evolved  from  a combination  of  many  Slavic 
tribes  and  began  to  take  on  their  own  ethnic  characteristics  in  the 
10th  century.  Their  first  native  coinage  is  traced  back  to  the  first 
ruler,  Mieszko  I who  ruled  from  960-992  A.D.  He  started  the  Piast 
dynasty  which  governed  the  whole  of  Poland  until  1370.  Halecki,  in 
his  book  "A  History  of  Poland",  says  'the  name  of  Piast  has  remained 
a symbol  to  the  Polish  people  of  their  purest  ethnical  tradition,  of 
their  national  unity,  from  king  to  peasant ' . He  suggests  that  Piast 
is  not  a proper  name,  but  the  title  of  a high  functionary,  a master 
of  the  palace  who  descendents  took  the  place  of  their  ancient  sov- 
ereigns. History  states  that  there  were  three  first  Polish  monarchs 
of  the  House  of  Piast.  Although  their  names  are  lost  in  the  dust  of 
ages  it  was  recorded  that  one  after  the  other  worked  at  the  uniting 
of  the  Polish  tribes  and  that  they  left  to  the  fourth,  Price  Mieszko, 
a considerable  state. 

This  "Duke  of  Poland"  in  963  was  already  preparing  himself  for  an 
attack  from  the  German  tribes  under  the  Prussian  Margrave  Gero,  who 
did  not  recognize  the  young  eastern  state  forming  on  his  borders.

as  Sarmatia  indicates  that  the 
culture  of  these  ancient  peoples, 
the  forefathers  of  present  Poland, 
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Mieszko  hastened  to  enter  into  a treaty  with  Emperor  Otto  I,  Emperor 
of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire,  who  quelled  the  ambitions  of  Gero  and  wel- 
comed the  Duke  of  Poland  as  his  friend  --  after  payment  of  a handsome 
tribute.  Although  Poles  proudly  refer  to  Mieszko  as  "our  first  king", 
historians  say  he  never  wore  the  royal  crown  and  was  simply  referred 
to  as  the  "first  Christian  Duke  of  Poland". 

In  985  this  early  Polish  ruler  placed  all  his  territories  and  people 
into  the  hands  of  the  Roman  Pope  as  an  act  of  homage  to  the  Church. 

In  compensation  for  his  act  of  submission  to  Pope  John  XV,  Mieszko 
gave  his  young  state  the  best  possible  guarantee  for  its  independence 
and  security.  Centuries  later  this  close  tie  with  the  Holy  See  was  to 
serve  Poland  as  a solid  support  in  the  greatest  crises  through  which 
she  was  to  pass. 

Mieszko  thus  unified  many  small  heterogenous  principalities  into  a 
nation  and,  once  securing  the  blessing  of  the  Pope,  he  made  this  new 
nation  a state  recognized  among  the  European  countries.  In  addition, 
by  marrying  the  Bohemian  princess  Dubravka  in  965*  he  allied  himself 
with  a powerful  Slav  neighbor  who  had  been  Christian  for  some  time. 
From  this  time  on  Christian  customs  were  officially  accepted,  cities 
began  to  grow,  churches  were  built  and  the  first  coins  of  Poland  were 
minted. 

The  coinage  of  this  period  in  Polish  history  consisted  of  crude  silver 
denars  and  half-denars,  or  obols.  The  monetary  standard  for  trade 
purposes  was  called  "grzywna"  which  was  equivalent  to  the  Carolingian 
pound.  This  standard,  equal  to  2^0  denars,  continued  in  effect  during 
the  reign  of  the  first  two  Polish  rulers. 

Only  two  different  types  of  coins  are  known  to  have  been  attributed 
to  Mieszko,  both  of  which  were  denars.  One  type  struck  at  Posen 
(Poznan)  in  the  years  963/965  bears  on  the  obverse  the  summit  of  a 
temple  surmounted  by  a cross  enclosed  in  a circle  with  the  name 
"MISICO"  in  crude  letters  in  the  exergue.  The  reverse  shows  a cross 
with  four  pellets  in  the  field.  Gumowski,  in  his  book  "Handbuch  Der 
Polnischen  Numismatik"  (Handbook  of  Polish  Numismatics)  identifies 
this  coin  as  "Gl".  Most  of  these  silver  pieces  were  found  with  clip- 
ped edges  indicating  that  "short  changing"  was  practiced  a long  time 
ago.  The  only  other  coin,  attributed  by  Gumowski,  is  a crude  denar 
showing  on  the  obverse  a "bird"  with  the  name  "MISICO"  in  crude  let- 
ters surrounding  the  design.  The  reverse  shows  a cross  with  uniden- 
tified letters  surrounding  the  cross.  This  is  typical  of  the  medieval 
cross  motif  of  this  age.  (See  Figures  1 and  2).

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Both  of  these  coins  are  roughly  20  mm.  in  diameter  and  weigh  about 
1*55  grams.  These  coins  are  very  rare  and  have  not  been  seen  for  sale 
or  auction  for  over  20  years.  They  are  attributed  as  G1  and  G2  by 
Gumowski,  who  has  identified  and  described  nearly  3000  Polish  coins 
in  his  famous  handbook. 

As  additional  history  for  this  period  under  study,  the  patron  saint 
of  Poland,  St.  Adalbert  or  Wojciech  (Polish  version),  lived  and  was 
martyred  in  the  year  997*  His  friendship  with  Emperor  Otto  III  and 
with  Prince  Boleslaus  (son  of  Mieszko)  brought  him  to  Poland.  Unfor- 
tunately he  lived  only  three  or  four  months  in  Poland.  While  return- 
ing to  Poland  from  a mission  to  Prussia,  where  he  was  teaching  the 
faith  to  the  Germans,  he  was  killed  by  thieves.  Boleslaus  paid  a 
ransom  for  his  body  equal  to  its  weight  in  gold  and  amidst  great  weep- 
ing had  it  removed  with  pomp  and  ceremony  to  Gniezno.  The  martyr  was 
laid  to  rest  in  a cathedral  that  had  been  built  by  Mieszko  before  the 
year  997,  where  the  body  of  his  wife  Dubravka  was  interred.  St. 
Adalbert  gave  his  adopted  country  far  more  than  ecclesiastical  inde- 
pendence. An  interesting  light  on  the  political  power  exercised  by 
the  saint  is  shown  on  a bracteate  coin  issued  between  llj6  and  II38 
(reign  of  Boleslaus  the  Wrymouth)  which  shows  the  prince  kneeling 
before  the  saint  who  has  outstretched  his  hands  over  the  ruler's  head. 
The  meaning  is  clear,  i.e.,  the  Polish  ruler  received  his  power  not 
from  the  hands  of  the  emperor  or  any  other  authority,  but  from  the 
patron  saint.  History  says  as  a patron  saint  he  not  only  was  commit- 
ted to  protecting  the  sovereignty  of  Poland  but  also  was  responsible 
for  the  development  and  territorial  expansion  of  the  country.  This 
infant  country,  surrounded  by  greedy  adversaries  of  all  kinds,  was 
struggling  for  the  right  to  be  a sovereign  state.  This  struggle  was 
waged  on  earth  and  in  heaven,  on  the  military,  political,  church  and 
hagiographic  levels. 

To  commemorate  Poland's  1000  years  of  Christianity,  the  government  in 
19 66  produced  some  silver  coins  and  medals.  A 100  zlotych  set,  con- 
sisting of  3 crown-size  coins,  was  released  by  the  state.  One  coin 
was  made  for  general  circulation  and  the  other  two  were  minted  as 
"proba"  or  patterns.  All  three  are  35  mm-  diameter  and  made  of  .900 
fine  silver.  These  coins  were  the  first  silver  coins  issued  by  Poland 
since  1939. 

Figures  3 (a)  and  4 (a)  show  the  regular  issue  coin.  The  obverse 
side  is  dominated  by  a large  uncrowned  eagle  and  the  legend  "P0II3KA 
RZECZP0SP0LITA  LUD0WA"  (Polish  Peoples  Republic)  encirculating  the 
eaglewith  the  date  "1966"  under  the  eagle.  Around  the  rim  are  placed 
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17  different  coat-of-arms  depicting  various  old  Polish  cities.  The 
reverse  side  shows  the  standing  figures  of  Mieszko  and  Dubravka, 
the  king  holding  a double-edged  broad  sword  and  a shield  with  the 
queen  dressed  in  traditional  Polish  costume  with  her  hair  in  braids. 
Below  the  figures  are  their  names  and  the  value  of  the  coin.  Around 
the  outer  periphery  of  the  coin  and  encirculating  the  figures  is  the 
legend  "TYSIACLECIE  PANSTWA  POLSKIEGO"  ( 1000th  Year  of  the  Polish 
State) . 


The  two  pattern  pieces  also  show  the  king  and  queen 
and  the  Polish  eagle  on  the  obverse.  Figures  3 (b) 
(c)  illustrate  these  pieces.

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COIN  FIND  IN  HUNGARY:  Between  the  two  villages  of  Szabolcs  and  Timar 

in  county  Szabolcs,  Hungary,  researchers  have  found  the  ruins  of  the 
ancient  community  of  Kisfalud,  destroyed  by  the  Tatars. 

At  the  ruins  of  a family  dwelling  the  researchers  discovered  among 
the  iron  vessels  a coin  minted  by  King  Bela  III.  This  silver  coin 
attests  that  the  village  Kisfalud  was  a populated  settlement  during 
the  12th  century.

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A CASUAL  OBSERVER'S  NOTES  ON  N-  I.  MAIL  BID  SALE  NUMBER  THREE

The  following  data  is  based  on  some  simple  statistics  and  observations 
from  the  3rd  NI  Mail  Bid  Sale  catalog  and  Prices  Realized  listing. 
Gross  figures  for  the  sale  are  not  reported. 

Of  the  2^9  lots,  130  realized  less  than  estimated  value  while  40 
realized  more.  There  were  sixteen  lots  with  no  estimated  value  (10 
of  which  are  included  in  the  buy  backs).  No  bids  were  received  on 
19  lots  and  k5  lots  went  unsold  through  owner's  buy  back. 

As  with  many  areas  in  which  money  is  involved,  very  few  certain  facts 
can  be  made  with  limited  information.  However,  realizing  this,  some 
speculations  may  be  of  interest,  especially  since  members  are  now 
starting  to  contemplate  what  pieces  to  put  up  for  the  next  sale. 

Some  of  these  are  trends  and  some  may  be  considered  suggestions. 

First,  since  20$  of  the  lots  went  unsold,  it  might  be  suggested  that 
the  owner  indicate  the  value  he  estimates  for  his  own  piece  (or  lot). 
Few  sales  are  made  by  those  not  wanting  to  sell,  and  few  buyers  can 
approach  the  talents  of  Kreskin.  Perhaps,  here,  I am  asking  the  Mail 
Bid  Committee  to  change  its  policy  slightly;  it  seems  reasonable  to 
think  that  some  collectors  would  value  their  coins  more  than  a stand- 
ard cataloger  might.  So  why  not  require  the  owner  to  state  his  esti- 
mated value  along  with  his  reserve  price?  While  only  a handful  con- 
sistently retained  their  coins,  losing  one -fifth  of  the  total  sale  to 
this  is  probably  unreasonable.  As  for  the  ten  lots  with  no  estimate 
and  no  buyer,  no  further  mention  is  required. 

The  second  thing  should  be  of  interest  to  potential  sellers.  As 
only  averages  were  obtained  for  this  data,  caution  must  be  used.  As 
mentioned  earlier,  this  is  only  suggestive  data.  Approximately  52$ 
of  the  lots  sold  for  less  than  estimated  value,  while  about  l6$  sold 
for  more.  Rounding  off,  this  gives  an  average  price  for  those  selling 
over  estimate  of  $15-  The  average  for  those  selling  under  estimate 
was  $6.50.  If  we  don't  consider  the  extreme  ranges  in  price,  there 
is  one  chance  in  six  of  obtaining  more  than  the  estimated  value  if  the 
lot  is  valued  at,  say,  $10  to  $20.  Further,  there  is  one  chance  in 
two  that  we  will  obtain  less  than  estimated  value  if  the  lot  is  priced 
between  $1  and  $10.  This  only  suggests,  now,  that  a coin  valued  at 
$15  would  stand  the  best  chance  of  obtaining  at  least  $15  realized. 

A casual  observation  of  the  catalog  might  further  improve  this  chance. 
For  example,  if  a coin  is  better  than  VF  it  will  sell  better;  less 
than  VF  the  chance  is  diminished.  Finally,  however  ideal  it  would  be 
to  obtain  exactly  the  evaluated  price,  chances  were  one  in  fifty  of 
actually  doing  this. 

Mail  bid  sales  vary  widely  in  policies  as  well  as  in  statistical 
trends.  Most  are  developed  by  dealers  who  are  understandably  involved 
for  profit.  N.I.  naturally  has  a similar  motive,  but  we  should 
realize  that  this  comes  secondary  to  serving  our  own  interests  in 
numismatics.  I hope  that  some  of  the  above  information  will  prove 
useful  in  the  future;  I don't  expect  high  validity,  however,  and 
present  it  mainly  for  the  enjoyment  I thought  I could  share.  Never- 
theless, I think  we  can  all  do  our  part  to  make  these  mail  bid  sales 
fun  and  profitable,  both  to  ourselves  and  to  N.I.  This  goes  for  the 
buyers  as  well  as  the  sellers.'

J.  H.  Smith,  lg  Napier  Ave.,  Takapuna,  Auckland,  New  Zealand  has 
sent  NI  an  interesting  medal  commemorating  the  inventions  and  activ- 
ities in  the  early  days  of  flight.  Mr.  Pearse  constructed  and  flew 
his  own  plane  in  190^4-  and  also  invented  the  aileron  and  the  variable 
pitched  airscrew.  Proceeds  from  the  sale  of  these  medals  are  to  be 
used  to  reconstruct  his  first  plane  to  be  housed  in  the  Museum  of 
Transport  and  Technology  in  New  Zealand.  Mr.  Smith  will  see  that 
any  interested  NI  member  receives  one.  The  cost  is  $1.25  for  the 
medal  in  aluminum  or  $3-50  for  one  in  copper.  Either  is  housed  in  a 
wallet  type  holder.
